The chonge came via interpretation by City Attorney T. Guy 
Comyn during Planning Commission meeting through the simple 
expediency of reading aloud the State and the city definitions 
of "subdivision."

If no local bids are received 
which will allow location of a 
new post office in the down¬ 
town district, the Post Office 
Depoutment will call on "out¬ 
side investors" who will build 
far from the downtown area 
where lots ore less expensive, 
he said. 

To provide adequate quarters, 
Robertson said that a building 
of 3500 square feet is needed. 
He emphasized that any struc¬ 
ture built for the post office 
would not be a “one purpose 
building.” 

All interior partitions and 
equipment are furnished by the 
government. What is leased, 
he said, are the bare four walls 
equipped with two adequate 
wash rooms. 

An investor, according to pos. 
tal regulations, is entitled to a 
rental, under a ten year leaw 
with options, of approximately 
six per cent on the gross 
amount invested, plus two per 
cent for depreciation, plus one 
per cent maintenance, plus 
taxes, insurance and any utili¬ 
ties furnished. 

The present post office, which 
has been used for 22 years, 
cannot be enlarged because of 
the slope of the ground and 
lock of space for trucks at the 
side ond rear. 

Robertson pointed out that 
the present building has 2014 
square feet of floor space. Since 
the post office was first es¬ 
tablished there the personnel 
has increased from two clerks 
and three carriers to six regu¬ 
lar clerks, nine regular carriers 
and five substitute carriers. 

In the post 22 years postal 
receipts here have Jumped ap- 
proxlmately 300 per cent and 
cne Increasing at the rate of 
SIOAXM a yeor. Lost year the 
receipts w«re S61M0. 

Any investor interested in 
such a private enterprise proj¬ 
ect should contact Robertson 
at the Post Office.

Chief Suggests 
“Fire Safety” 

Home Check 

How much would your house 
cost to build today? 

Building c o st s have risen 
109 per cent above those of 
1938, making it more impor¬ 
tant than ever that home-own¬ 
ers protect their property, the 
chief declared in a statement 
urging all householders to co¬ 
operate in this year’s Spring 
Clean-Up. 

The house that cost $5000 be¬ 
fore the war would cost $10,450 
to build today. 

Many home-owners may not 
have increased their insurance 
proportionately, and fire would 
be a double tragedy in the loss 
of the home and greatly in¬ 
creased costs of rebuilding, the 
chief warned in his request 
that householders start their 
home check-up. 

HERE'S HOW TO BEGIN 

Outlining a systematic clean¬ 
up it is suggested: 

Work from the basement up. 
Get rid of all rubbish, old news¬ 
papers, magazines, odd pieces 
of furniture or clothes that may 
have collected in the cellar, in 
the yard or garage, in closets 
or the attic. 

Clean out the furnace and 
other heaters throughout the 
house. See that metal contain¬ 
ers are available for ashes and 
that rubbish or kindling wood 
is never placed next to the fur¬ 
nace where it might ignite from 
the heat. 

See that the ceiling and 
walls near the furnace are 
properly insulated with asbes¬ 
tos or other non-combustible 
material, leaving at least an 
inch of air-space. 

INSPECT CHIMNEY 

Clean the chimney, checking 
for cracks through which heat 
might escape. The best way to 
locate broken flues is to feel 
the walls around the chimney 
all the way upstairs, watching 
for any spot uncomfortably hot 
for your bare hand. 

Never use kerosene or other 
flammable liquids to quick¬ 
en a stove fire. Don’t use gaso¬ 
line, benzine or naptha for 
home cleaning. It is safer to 
send clothes out to professional 
cleaners, but if cleaning mu.st 
be done at home, be sure it’s 
with fluids listed by Under¬ 
writers’ Laboratories. Inc. 

Place a metal screen in front 
of the fireplace. See that port¬ 
able heaters have guards on 
them and that they are so 
placed that they can’t be 
knocked over easily. 

Put all oily rags and mops 
where air can circulate freely 
about them. Matches should be 
kept in metal containers out of 
the reach of young children. 
Enough ash trays should be 
distributed about the house for 
all smokers. 

REPAIR WIRING 

Look over electrical wiring 
for signs of fraying. Don’t run 
them under the rugs or through 
doorways. Buy only those cords 
and fuses which bear the Un¬ 
derwriters’ Laboratories label. 
When replacing burned out 
fuses, buy only 15 ampere 
fuses sufficient for ordinary 
household use. Never “bridge” 
fuses with pennies or other 
metal bits, which prevent them 
from operating properly as 
“safety valves” to warn against 
shorts or overloaded circuits. 

The chief announced that 
self- Inspection guides for 
householders prepared by the 
National Board of Underwriters 
can be obtained at Fire Depart¬ 
ment headquarters.

The two recently constructed 
Installations of this type are 
not a desirable addition to the 
community and will lead to 
slums or blighted neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

The existing sewer trunks, 
water mains and other utilities 
were not designed on a basis 
of this type of development in 
Sierra Madre and there is the 
possibility that the capacity of 
the existing facilities will be 
exceeded. 

This would create a situation 
the cost of which would be pro¬ 
hibitive. All factors considered 
Sierra Madre would bo a much 
better place in which to live if 
development of this typo is 
curbed. 

It is further recommended 
that a minimum side-line set¬ 
back be made on corner prop¬ 
erty. At the present time a 
minimum set-back of 25 feet 
is required on the street on 
which corner property fronts. 

It is recommended that in 
addition to the front set-back 
of 2.5 feet a side line set-back 
of something in the order of a 
minimum of 15 feet be required 
from the other street. 

THE OFF-STREET PARKING 
PROJECT 

The project for providing off- 
street parking facilities by con¬ 
structing a new street between 
Esperanza and Sierra Madre 
Boulevard from Baldwin to 
Hermosa is a must for this city. 

There is no question that off- 
street parking facilities are now 
or will be needed in the very 
near future. 

The survey and appraisal 
work should be completed as 
soon as possible and property 
owners should then be shown 
what benefits would result 
from the project. 

This project is of such im¬ 
portance to Sierra Madre that 
should there be an excess of the 
estimate of cost for the con¬ 
struction over the monetary 
benefits to be derived, the city 
should make up the difference 
from the "general fund.”
